Ontario leads all provinces in the 
value of war contracts placed and in 
the amount of money these contracts 
mean per capita, according to an un¬ 
official calculation made this week. On 
a per capita basis British Columbia 
places third. Without Including con¬ 
tracts placed in September, Ontario’s 
total works out at $38.66 pe> citizen. 
These figures' include air schools and 
camps built by the Department of 
Munitions, but do not take in’expendi¬ 
tures made directly by any of the three 
defence departments. By provinces 
the division on a per capita basis is as 
follows: Ontario, $38.65; Quebec, 
$35.01; British Columbia, $29.64; 
Prince Edward Island, $17.59; New 
Brunswick, $11.78; Nova Scotia, 
$10.78; Alberta, $9.23; Manitoba, 
$9.00; Saskatchewan, $5.52. Inclusion 
of the defence department’s expendi¬ 
tures would, it is believed, increase the 
proportion <?f Nova Scotia dnd British 
Columbia besides bringing up some of 
the other provinces. The position of 
Prince Edward Island as fourth in the 
list is due to the location of two air 
schools there. Munitions contracts 
placed in the Island Province are neg¬ 
ligible. The figures quoted cover only 
the period up to August 31st, and deal 
with a t'otal of under $400,000,000. The 
-department’s commitments are now in 
excess of $500,000,000. Working out 
. unofficial figures from weekly lists is¬ 
sued by the department places Ontar¬ 
io’s share apparently higher than it 
actually is. A number of companies 
with head offices in Ontario 1 deliver 
supplies froig jilants in other prov¬ 
inces, but the contract is credited to 
the head office, or in some cares to the 
Ottawa branch of the company. It is 
estimated that this might place some 
$10,000,000 in Ontario’s total that is 
actually spent in other provinces. 
Thfese has been an attempt to locate 
chemical industries in Western Canada 
to assist ’in balancing prairie econo¬ 
mics. None of the new large plants is 
located in Saskatchewan because of 
the lack of suitable natural resources. 
Hence Saskatchewan’s total is made up 
almost entirely of money spent on the 
commonwealth Air Training Plan. 


Net Funded and Unfounded 
Debt Up By $360,261; But 
Over All Cash Surplus 
$797,496

On the six month 'period ending 
Sept. 30, the Alberta government 
shows an over-all cash surplus of 
$797,496. This is exclusive of new 
borrowings and debt redemption, com¬ 
pared' with <- surplus of $182,600 for 
the same time last year. Funded debt, 
has decreased by $336,034. -Unfunded 
debt has increased $696,296, making a 
net increase in debt of $360,261. The 
total net funded cebt is $148,245,415. 
The total unfunded debt as $5,710,331. 

This unfunded debt includes $5,108,- 
408 in provincial ravings certificates 
which have been reduced by $30,105 
since last March. 

The over-all cash surplus increase 
over- the figure of a year ago is due 
mainly to decreased payments for un¬ 
employment relief and earlier transfer 
of profits by the Alberta Liquor Con¬ 
trol Board. 

Receipts from Ordinary sources have 
increased in the last.six months to 13 
million as compared with 12 million 
in the same period. Payments from 
ordinary services have increased also.

Liquor profits remitted to provincial 
treasury, increase $399,805, due to 
earlier remittance.

Total tax collections for the period 
were $5,456,496, a gain of $254,248, a 
gain of $145,584. 

Mafn revenue decreases were $52,- 
068 on corporation taxes. 

Succession duties revenue of $163,- 
878 showed a decrease of $26,318 from 
a year ago. Petroleum and natural 
gas fees and rentals fed from $170,882 
to $124,874 and gas royalties from 
$218,603 to $187,675.

¥T was in the spring of 1918 that the Supplementary 
Revenue Tax was made effective in Alberta to cover 
payments to the patriotic fund. A two-mill rate was im¬ 
posed and the intention was that it would continue until 
the purpose for which it was enacted ceased. Although 
the patriotic fund and kindred furids which were an a 
coinpaniement of-the war stopped with the conclusion of 
the war, the supplemehtary revenue tax continued. It 
has been increased to 3 mills under the present Alberta 
government and is changed in name to Social Service 
tax. But the public does not forget that this was a war 
measure of 1918 designed for war charity, and justified 
only as an equitable provincial levy for this purpose. 

It would seem that patriotic organizations would be 
well within their rights in asking that this tax, or a 
large proportion of it, be turned over to war charities. 
As it is at present, the citizen is paying twice over—by 
way of voluntary subscription and by way of a tax im¬ 
posed in 1918 to bring relief from cr-rstant appeals.

Farmers often have occasion to 
find out how much grain is con¬ 
tained In a granary or bln. It is also 
useful to know how large a bln must 
be to hold a given amount of wheat. 
The necessary information Is In¬ 
cluded here, so the reader should cut 
this out of the paper and keep it. 

The first step Is to find the cubical 
contents of 4he bin. For square or 
rectangular bins, the number of cubic 
feet can be found by multiplying the 
lengthxwidthxdepth. For round 
bins multiply the radius x radius x 
3.14 x depth (the radius is one-half 
the diameter). 

For example, suppose our bln Is 
*8x16 and tlpe grain Is 6 feet deep, 
then: 

8x16x6=768 cubic feet. 

Then If we have a round bln 16 feet 
In diameter (radius 8 feet) with the 
grain 7 feet deep: 

8x8x3.14x7=1,406.72 cubic feet. 

In order to convert cubic feet to 
measured bushels. It is only necessary 
to multiply by 0.8. Therefore, our first 
bln contains 768x0.8=ftl4.4 measured 
bushels. Our second .bln contains 
1,406.72, or roughly 1,407, cubic feet. 
This Is 1,407x0.8=1,125.6 measured 
bushels. 

If it is desired to determine the 
number of bushels by weight, simply 
multiply the figure for measured 
bushels by the actual weight per 
bushel, and divide by the legal weight 
(wheat, 60 lb.; barley. 48 lb.; oats, 
34 lb.). If, In our first example, the 
grain was wheat weighing 65-lb. per 
bushel, we would have 614.4x65 /60= 
665.6 bushels. 

Problem: What would be the 
dimensions of a bin you would build 
for 2,000 bushels of barley weighing 
52-lb.-per bushel?

Norman Priestley Says Vol¬ 
untary Reduction Has Limita¬

"Voluntary reduction of crops has 
its distinct limitations” in the opinion 
of Norman Priestley, vice-president of 
the United Farmers of Alberta, com¬ 
menting on a plan presented to the 
Senate by Senator John Haig (Con., 
Manitoba). 

Senator Haig suggested a crop re¬ 
ducing scheme caling for payment to 
wheat farmers of a bonus of $5 an acre 
on uncropped land, up to one-third of 
their normal planting. 

There was no question that with ele¬ 
vators full and millions of bushels 
stored on the farms, with a good crop 
next year, (and the country seemed to 
be in a cycle of good crops) at the end 
of next year there would be the most 
monstrous carryover the west had even 
known.

of Petain. Britain has drawn the line 
between Vichy and- “Free France” 
without equivocation. How can this 
country ride both horses? 

The events of the past week have 
left no doubt that Vichy is doing ev¬ 
erything short of an actual declaration 
of war on Britain to further Hitler’s 
plans. If ever there were grounds for 
expecting the men of Vichy to advance 
some form of collaboration with Bri¬ 
tain they have receded. Now' it ts clear 
that they are moving closer to Nazism 
and that they can hold power only by 
using oppressive Nazi methods. Amer¬ 
ican correspondents returning from 
France state that Vichy speaks only 
for. a small minority of the French 
people, the majority of whom look to 
Britain and the United States for re¬ 
storation of freedom. Laval’s paper, 
Moniteur, has referred to reports of 
United, States assistance for Britain , 
as “hypocritical rumors which are 
poisoning a'large part of public opin¬ 
ion." But, nothwithstanding the cen¬ 
sorship "which Laval directs, Action 
Frpncaiae has saluted “the brave' and 
heroic resistance of the English peo¬ 
ple” and Paris-soir has praised the R. 
A.F. as “worthy of the great respon¬ 
sibility which is theirs." Numerous 
reports tell of rising opposition to the 
Petain orders. 

The people of Canada have faith 
th^t Britain’s ultimate supremacy wall 
free France from the Nazi control or 
they have not. We don’t believe they 
countenance the idea that the Petain 
■Organization should be retained within 
the friendly circle “just in case.” Tha 
Dominion is in an invidious position 
by fighting to defeat that which Vichy 
represents and destroy the authority of 
the men responsible, at the same time 
retaining diplomatic relations with 
them. We can serve our own cause by 
being honest and courageous about it, 
but not by temporizing. Why, indeed,

Italian naval base 
week, further attacks were continued 
during the week-end. British naval 
prestige rose high in the Mediterran¬ 
ean when the Italian fleet was sent 
scurrying under the torpedo carrying 
airarm of the British fleet. Three Ital¬ 
ian battleships, two cruisers and two 
auxiliary warships were the casualties, 
in the first engagement near Taranto. 
It is believed that this reduces Italian 
nayal battleships to those of the first 
Great War. The one ton torpedoes 
were proved capable of sinking a bat¬ 
tleship. 

This tremendous victory in the Med¬ 
iterranean is a bad blow to Italy’s ef¬ 
forts to re-enforce her north African 
strength. This has not only opened 
the way for naval units -to strengthen 
British control in the. far East, but has 
increased British prestige with Turks, 
Greeks and Moslems. 

A second attack was m(tde on Tar¬ 
anto, in parts of Albania, Libya and 
Italian east Africa. In the base of Tar¬ 
anto naval tanks, quays and docks 
were destroyed in waves of fire. Naval 
units in Italian Somaliland were hit 
and several Italian key points in East 
Africa, Egypt and "Abyssinia were 
damaged. 

Greeks Drive Back Italians < 

Italy has suffered further ignominy 
in the attempted invasion of Greece 
which has been a humiliating story of 
retreat. The hard pressed Italians are 
under threat of encirclement as the 
Greeks cut the forces into three parts. 
The Greek army is reported at the city 
of Koretza, most important city of Al¬ 
bania. Fleeing Italian tank columns 
are seeking refuge in Yugo Slavia. 
Other Italian forces are at the mercy 
of the enemy, and many tanks are 
said to have fallen into Greek control. 
Fascist forces are reported on the run, 
with merciless pounding by land, sea 
and air. 

At the same time British air forces 
are attacking Italian bases off the 
Turkish coast. The British forces at 
Crete is well situated to launch attacks 
Italian planes have been driven back 
from Macedonia imd violent air battles 
are staged round Mount Olympus. 

The total toll of defeat for Italian 
forces still did. not prevent Mussolini 
from making his usual bombastic 
speech on Sunday. 

Rumanian Earthquake 

A devastating earthquake centring 
round Bucharest in Rumania, took a 
toll of at least 20,000 lives and injured 
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thousands on Nov. 10. 35,000 were 

rendered homeless and entire villages 
wiped out. Oil areas were badlyaf- 
fected. Damage to reservoirs ancTTe- 
fineries was still in doubt, but the

-Greek Cavalry Strong 
Italians have so far made a sorry 
showing in their attempted invasion of 
Greece. Italian invaders are announc¬ 
ed as retreating in disorder to Alban¬ 
ia, and losing ground in all sectors. 
Greek cavalry has played an unusually 
formidable role in mountain warfare. 
The Greek airforce has bombed Italian 
ships and territory. 

German armed forces are increasing 
on the Black Sea, giving rise to specu¬ 
lation that Germany may launch a 
winter drive against Turkey. 

Russian-U.S. Talks 
Molotoff of Russia is visiting Ger¬ 
many and diplomatic moves between 
the Soviet and U.S.A. may be cut oft 
as a consequence. It is believed Rus¬ 
sia is collaborating more closely with 
Germany, and that any efforts to im¬ 
prove relations between the Soviet and 
Britain and United States are losing 
ground. The result of the Nazi-Soviet 
conference may be a tightening on 
l'urkey, or closer harmony with Japan. 
There is little expectation that there 
will be favorable developments for 
Britain.

Canada’s financial ability to handle 
her war effort without upset to the 
national economy is bounded “only 
by the volume that can mechanically 
be produced,” declared H. T. Jaffray, 
President of The Canadian Bankers’ 
Association, addressing the 49th an¬ 
nual meeting of that body. He based 
this conviction upon a review of the 
strength revealed in the position of 
the chartered banks at the end of the 
first year of war, as well as upon the 
extent of the country’s material, nat¬ 
ural and financial resources. 

“A nation’s war effort must be gov¬ 
erned by its financial strength,” he 
said. Other highlights included a 
warning that taxation if carried to ex¬ 
tremes could, by its impact upon in¬ 
ventories, produce all the privations of 
deflation; an expression of decided 
confidence in regard to the wheat prob¬ 
lem; a declaration that in view of the 
part played by .Canada’s mines in sup¬ 
porting the nation’s war-time buying 
strength, governments should give ev¬ 
ery ‘encouragement to mines to in¬ 
crease their production. Mr. Jaffray 
had no misgivings that Canada’s pur¬ 
chases of materials and equipment in 
the United States may have to be re¬ 
duced. 

During one year of war, deposits of 
all kinds in the chartered banks had 
increased by 46 millions, and now 
stood'at 3,142 million on Aug. 31,1940. 
Balances with ‘ the Bank of Canada, 
cash and other immediately available 
assets had decreased from 22% of to¬ 
tal deposit liabilities to 19% in the 
same period. 

Mr. Jaffray’a report covers current 
loans, bank holdings, notes in circula¬ 
tion, etc., as indicating the ability of 
the banks to handle war effort require¬ 
ments of industry. 

He continued with the war orders 
placed as covering war expenditures, 
but did not include soldiers’ pay or the 
236 million of plant expansion. All 
totalled, brings Canada’s war commit- 
jnents and expenditures to date to 
something over a billion'dollars. 

To finance this, war loans had raised 
600 millions of new money; taxation 
and other revenues had provided the 
rest. 

He commented on suggestions that 
an adverse balance with U.S.A. might 
restrict Canada’s purchases in that 
country. But Mr. Jaffray in pointing

or to ‘funny money’ to finance the war.

somewhat of a paradox. 

There was, however, a Canadian ed¬ 
itorial written by an able Canadian. 

A glance at the advertisements dis¬ 
closed two recent Ottawa handouts: 
“War Savings Certificates,” and “The 
Department of Trade and Commerce.” 
The Rural Press did not share in this 
government advertising. And yet from 
coast to coast there are no more loyal 
purely Canadian publications than the 
weeklies. The combined circulation of 
the rural weeklies tops all other circu¬ 
lations, but this “buying power” is 
passed up as not worthy of contact.

But none 
of them have yet convinced us that the 
cost argument is legitimate.

If Ottawa wishes to 
contact the greatest number of loyal 
Canadians from coast to coast, there 
is only one way to do so—use the 
weeklies.—Bowmanville Statesman.

war, and that is by taxation up to a 
level beyond which ft would ruin its 
own purpose, and over and above that 
by borrowings to be paid from devel¬ 
opment of our unlimited natural re¬ 
sources over a period of time. 

Extreme Taxation Unwise 
“Taxation,” said Mr. Jaffray, “if 
carried to an extreme, might produce 
results not greatly different to the af¬ 
termath of inflation. The present rate 
leaves to manufacturers, wholesaler 
and others,, little margin for increased 
profit or little opportunity for setting 
up proper reserves against these in¬ 
creased inventories. It seems that the 
government In assessing for taxation 
should take this factor into considera¬ 
tion.” 

Wheat No Detriment 
Mr, Jaffray then touched upon the 
wheat situation, refusing to regard 
the W'ast’s large crop as a detriment, 
“rather than a blessing.” It had pro¬ 
duced financing and storage problems 
which another crop might even accen¬ 
tuate, “but, in spite of this, I would 
say that it is my conviction that this 
national wealth added to the country 
is a tremendous asset, and that in the 
long run every bushel of grain that we 
grow will be needed, but it is possible 
that for the next year or two a per¬ 
centage switching from wheat to feed¬ 
ing grains, may be in the best inter¬ 
ests of our farmers.” 

Mr. Jaffray decried any impression 
that bank eamings are largely in-“ 
creased as a result of war. Notwith¬ 
standing higher current loans, federal 
taxation had practically doubled, pro¬ 
vincial taxes had not been reduced, and 
any small margin of added eamings 
that might be left to the banks would 
not be too large to provide for unavoid 
able losses in the after-war industrial 
adjustment. “I cannot see where the 
banks stand to gain,” said the Presi¬ 
dent.

There is a deep under-current of un¬ 
certainty in the West. Even the peo¬ 
ple who love the West the most, who 
wouldn’t live anywhere else on a bet, 
wonder what will become of the 3,000- 
000 people who inhabit the three prai¬ 
rie provinces. Straight wheat doesn’t 
seem to be the answer. 

We had a fabulous wheat crop this 
year. But we had very little prospect 
of selling it, and today it sits in the 
elevators, in the granaries, on the op¬ 
en land, casting a shadow over the 
next seeding and the next harvest. 
How long can we pile up this mountain 
of wheat? Some say that as soon as 
the war is won, the world market will 
open up again, and Canada’s wheat 
will once more travel the seven seas. 
Yet this is a long shot, a shot in the 
dark. The life and future of 3,000,000 
people can scarcely be based on the 
vague hope that, at some unknown 
date, the export market will once more- 
open up. Micawber lived on that prin¬ 
ciple: his life was neither happy nor 
useful nor successful. 

We can’t live on that principle. 
We’ve tried it, and it doesn’t work. 
Somehow or other, we have got to 
stop waiting for something to turn up: 
we probably have to make something 
turn up. That process is known as 
“planning” and it is the one thing the 
West needs today, more than anything 
else. 

There never was a plan. No plan was 
needed, those first 25 and 30 years. But 
things have changed; we no longer 
have the assurance that the world 
wants every bushel of wheat Western 
Canada can grow. And since Western'
